Morris, Famou s 
Old Ru nner, 
Badly Inju red 


Believed to be fatally inju red, 
Tom Morris, Santa Ana's fam­ 
ou s professional foot-racer of the 
’9 0’s, was in the Riverside cou n­ 
ty hospital today with a frac­ 
tu red sku ll and nu merou s other 
inju ries. 
Morris, 73, was hit by an au ­ 
tomobile y esterday on the high­ 
way ju st north of Elsinore, where 
he has been living for the past 
20 y ears. 
Mrs. S. T. King of 
Riverside, driver of the car, told 
police she was blinded by the 
su n and did not sec Morris walk­ 
ing along the road 
An almost legendary figu re in 
Orange cou nty , Morris came ou t 
of the old Gospel Swamp section 
near here. 
Possessed of almost 
u nbelievable speed afoot, he won 
the 
100-y ard 
championships 
at 
the Chicago World’s fair and was 
virtu ally u nbeatable at any dis­ 
tance 
u p to 400 y ards. 
Many 
of his 
races were ru n for large 
pu rses at 
the old Santa Ana 
race track where itinerant “city 
slicker’’ 
professionals 
came to 
challenge the speed of the cou n­ 
try bu mpkin. 
Morris later tou red the cou ntry 
and 
defeated 
every 
topnotch 
sprinter of his day . He repeated­ 
ly ran 100 y ards in 9 4/5 seconds, 
time seldom attained even now 
u nder mu ch better racing condi­ 
tions, and was clocked several 
times 
in 9 3/5. 
For a 
small 
wager, Morris is said to 
have 
ru n a “hu ndred” in 10.4 seconds 
as recently as 19 22, when he was 
56.

of 300. 
Washed Over Board 
All the casu alties were su ffered 
when the wave hit, rolling 
pas­ 
sengers across decks, down com- 
panionway s, against the walls 
of 
rooms.

Six of the crew on

Dr. Hu gh S. Bonner. Boston, 
one of the seven doctors

the passengers, said there was u t 
most confu sion and that it was 
impossible for some time to mobil­ 
ize the doctors for any

care of the inju red. 
“I merely walked down a corri- 
dor and tended to people I saw 
there, some 
with 
broken 
legs, 
some bleeding badly . I tried to 
care for those who su ffered the 
worst inju ries first and I su ppose 
other doctors did the same. The 
corridors were 
in 
indescribable 
confu sion. It seemed 
as 
thou gh 
arms and legs were sticking u p 
every where.” 
Proclaimed Hero 
Several passengers 
said 
that 
George Schwerdtfger, 54, a bed­ 
room steward, had saved seven 
passengers from 
certain 
death 
They were sitting on the port side 
of the promenade deck, the backs 
of their chairs against the 
wall 
The wave stru ck the port side, bu t 
it was dark and the passengers 
did not see it coming. It swept 
them throu gh a dou ble doorway 
onto the starboard 
side, 
where 
they piled u p u nder a • lifeboat, 
precariou sly close to the edge of 
the ship. 
Schwerdtfger ran ou t, seized 70- 
y ear-c^d Mrs. William Bu ckner by 
the heels ju st as she was 
going 


over and hau led her back. Then he 
dragged the other six to safety , 
one at a time. 
Mrs. Bu ckler su ffered a broken, 
rib and the other six were hu rt 
too. Schwerdtfger was treated as 
a hero the rest of the trip, it was 
revealed, bu t he only said “it was 
my du ty to do it.” 
Had No Warning 
Most of the inju ries were su s­ 
tained in the smoking room. Prof. 
Kartinski 
described 
the 
scene 
there. 
“I was in the smoking room 
with abou t 40 others when the! 
boat tipped. 
W ater ru shed into! 
the room. 
Chairs, people, light-' 
Ing fixtu res and even a hu ge ra­ 
dio fastened to the wall were: 
hu rtled down in a heap. The boat! 
straightened u p slowly from the 
first list, then rocked back andj 
forth, more w ater pou ring in with 
every dip. 
“We had no warning. The third 
class passengers had been warn­ 
ed by notices on the walls to stay 
in their rooms becau se of the 
storm, bu t as far as I know there 
was no warning to first class pas­ 
sengers. Many inju ries cou ld have 
been avoided if officers had come 
to the smoking room and ordered 
the passengers 
to their state­ 
rooms. 
Bu t none did. 
Raps Crew 
“The chairs shou ld have been 
nailed down. 
The radio shou ld 
have been fastened more secu re­ 
ly 
“I was kicked seven times in 
the head and body while I rolled 
arou nd the floor. Women’s dresses 
were torn completely off. Mu ddy 
w ater sloshed onto every thing. 
Saw a man whirled from one end 
of the room to the other and fall 
on an old woman and hu rt her 
badly . 
“It’s no fau lt of the crew that 
more people weren’t killed. 
If 
they had been told to sit on the 
floor, not one-third of the inju r­ 
ies wou ld have been su stained.” 
The passengers taken to hospi­ 
ta ls inclu ded:

The word list, as commonly us-‘ 
ed, might mean to catalogue, regis­ 
ter, schedule, but none of these 
define the word as It is made use 
of by real estate brok ers. 
To list properly with a licensed 
real estate brok er would 
be 
to 
mak e a contract or 
agreement 
with him. According to the law of 
the state of California, this agree 
ment must be in writing; it cannot 
be oral. All other agreements con­ 
cerning real estate must 
be 
in 
writing except a lease for one 
year or less. 
Commission Prov ided 
Those who wish to sell or lease 
property do so by authorizing in 
writing their agent to represent 
them, and the listing when prop­ 
erly filled in names all the terms 
agreeable to the listing owner. In 
payment for the serv ices of the 
agent, the listing prov ides a com­ 
mission based on the price of the 
property for which it is offered for 
sale, or the actual amount for 
what the property is sold. 
There are different 
k inds 
of 
listings, the open listing being the 
most commonly used. 
The word 
open means that the property is 
thrown open for sale by apy agent 
that the owner may decide to list 
with, and it leav es the way open 
for the owner to sell without obli­ 
gation to pay a commission to any 
agent. 
Limitations Cited 
Ev en though, on the face of it, 
this would seem to be the best 
k ind of listngi for the owner, it 
does hav e its limitations. Agents 
are not inclined to giv e of their 
best if they hav e no 
protection. 
They are hot apt to spend their 
money for adv ertising on projects 
ov er which they hav e no control. 
They are not * .inclined 
to 
giv e 
preference to a property that may 
he sold out from under them, re­ 
sulting in a waste of their money, 
time, and efforts. This is true re­ 
gardless of what anyone 
might 
say or prefer to think . It simply 
isn’t human nature.

Hundreds of Southern Califor­ 
nia hunters will be on the firing 
line Sunday when the 19 39 wa­ 
terfowl season opens. 
W ith prospects for fair-to-mid­ 
dling, or nimrods it might be wise 
to review a few of the more im­ 
portant rules and regulations per­ 
taining to the shooting of water­ 
fowl as set forth by state and fed­ 
eral game-control big wigs. 
Foremost, of course, is the $2 
hunting license which you must 
have and to which you m ust attach 
a duck stamp, value, purchasable 
at any post office. 
If you are a non-residert of the 
state, the hunting license will be 
$10, but the federal duck stamp re­ 
mains a t $1. You will be allowed 


to shoot any day and every day 
from 7 a. m. until 4 p. m. unless 
you are shooting from a private 
or commercial duck club from 
which spots you can wing ’em 
opening and closing days, Satur­ 
days, Sundays and Wednesdays. 
The lim it for ducks is ten a day. 
20 in daily possession and when 
any daily lim it includes canvas- 
backs, redheads, 
buffleheads or 
ruddys you may not bag more 
than 3 of any kind or 3 in the 
aggregate, nor have in possession 
more than 6 of any kind or 6 in 
the aggregate. Should you get 
into geese or brant territory the 
limit is 4 a day and 4 in possession. 
Limit on mudhens is 25 per day 
and 25 in possession; Wilson snipe, 
15 per day and 15 m possession 


and these you are allowed to shoot 
from 7 a. m. to sunset, but don’t 
get confused it’s Wilson or jack- 
snipe only that gets the extended 
daily shooting time. 
Don’t try knocking them down 
with a rifle, any calibre, nor a 
shctgun larger than 10 gauge and 
if you use an automatic or pump 
gun don’t forget the magazine 
plug for a three-shell limit. 
Last-minute dope shows that all 
in all opening day shooting will 
be good locally, by which is meant 
Big Bear, Baldwin and Arrowhead 
and the San Diego county reser­ 
voirs, where sprig and teal are 
numerous with a fair number of 
widgeon, mallard and spoonbill 
resting on the w aters in San Diego 
county.

While most eyes are on Eu rope, fascinated by 
the grim and yet somehow u nreal dram a th at Is 
being played there,.fortu nately certain American 
eyes are on other m atters. 
On Kodiak Island, ju st off the Alaska mainland, 
and at Sitka, two air bases are getting u nder way 
u nder contracts totaling 
$12,739 ,000, while near 
San Ju an, Pu erto Rico, dirt is already flying on 
the naval air base where $8,475,000 is being du mp­ 
ed into protection of the Caribbean.

The last 
session of Congress voted $63,000,000 for new air 
and su bmarine bases in the Pacific and Atlantic. 
Unless the Eu ropean crisis is settled in some way 
which promises peace to the world, it is clear th at 
su ch defenses will be extended rath er than con­ 
tracted. The Americas menace no one, bu t they 
are determined to hold their own a t any cost, be it 
63 times $63,000,000. 
--------------------- 
HE PAY, TOO 
The highest and most imm ediate costs of the 
Eu ropean w ar are paid, of cou rse, in Eu rope. Bu t 
we pay, too, in lesser degree. 
Is it likely, for instance, th at if Eu rope were in 
any sort of reasonable state of peace we wou ld be 
facing a naval bu dget for the coming fiscal year of 
above $9 00,000,0000? Wou ld the arm y ju st have 
placed orders for $25,000,000 w orth of rifles and 
mu nitions? And wou ld an assistant secretary of 
w ar be talking abou t a standing arm y of 60,000 ? It 
isn’t likely. 
The United States has a stake in what comes of 
the Eu ropean war, and has an interest in any ar­ 
rangem ents th at give a hope for real peace at its 
conclu sion. T hat is by no means the same thing as 
saying th a t it has a stake in the military ou tcome. 
The attitu de of the United States toward a Eu rope 
dominated by a m ilitary alliance, and its attitu de 
toward a Eu rope seeking to u nite in a system which 
promises honest peace in the fu tu re mu st neces­ 
sarily be two different things. 


There is only one reason for the few appren­ 
tices, and that is the wages of the skilled work­ 
ers have been so high per hou r there are no jobs 
for new workers.

W H Y THE DEMAND TO HELP ALLIES 


Probably the reason most people are so anxiou s 
to see the Allies win is becau se they fear th a t if 
they are beaten Germany, sooner or later, will at­ 
tempt to dominate and control ou r political and 
economic system. It seems those people who are 
afraid of dictators have little faith in ou r form 
of governm ent 
We u ndou btedly wou ld be mu ch safer if we 
wou ld improve ou r form of government so th a t we 
cou ld have faith in it and so mu ch confidence in 
it th a t we wou ld not fear any dictator in the 
world. To do this wou ld be a lot easier and more 
profitable and beneficial, not only for ou rselves 
bu t for the people of Eu rope. The people of Eu ­ 
rope can learn mu ch better by the way Jesu s tried 
to teach people, namely, by example, than they 
can by force and by coercion. 
It shows lack of faith in ou r own institu tions 
when we are afraid of another cou ntry crossing 
the ocean to attack u s and think we have to cross 
the ocean to fight them on their land ra th e r than 
protecting ou r own shores. We have plenty to do 
at home.

ALL DICTATORS ARE ALIKE 


By HARLEY L. LUTZ 
Professor of Public Fina nce, Princeton University 


The wa r in Europe is, a t bottom, 
a conflict between two sets of idea s, 
or concepts, which rela te to the pla ce 
a nd the importa nce of the individua l. 
The two a tti­ 
tudes a re usu­ 
a lly 
described 
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a s dicta torship 
a nd democra cy . 
The purpose 
a nd objective of 
dicta torship is 
to deprive the 
individua l of a ll 
f r e e d om to 
think, spea k or 
a ct, while the 
purpose a nd 
objective of de­ 
mocra cy is to 
a llow a s grea t 
degree of free­ 
dom to ea ch in­ 
dividua l a s is compa tible with the 
exercise of a simila r right by other 
persons. 
The grea test problem before the 
America n people is not whether this 
country sha ll be a ble to keep out of 
the wa r or sha ll eventua lly be dra wn 
into it Serious a s this ma tter is, it 
is seconda ry to the question of our 
a bility to preserve, for ourselves a nd 
our children, tha t essentia l freedom 
of thought speech a nd a ction which 
is the core of the democra tic wa y of 
life. 
No committee of investiga tion is 
required to produce evidence tha t 
there a re those, in this country , who 
a re striving to suppla nt democra cy . 
Yet, by definition of democra cy , such 
persons, while they a re here, must 
be a llowed the sa me freedom to spea k 
a nd write in furthera nce of this end 
a s is a llowed to a ll persons. The one 
qua lifica tion in the la w is tha t a liens 
who a gita te the overthrow of demo­ 
cra tic institutions ma y be deported 
upon sa tisfa ctory proof tha t they 
ha ve enga ged in subversive a ctivity 
of this sort. An a bridgement of 
such a right would itself be the end 
of democra cy . The hope for the sur­ 
viva l of the democra tic wa y is tha t 
such persons will never succeed in 
persua ding enough others to a gree 
with them to constitute 
a serious 
mena ce. 
Such a hope would undoubtedly be 
well founded, in the United Sta tes, 
if the a nti-democra tic doctrines were 


to require ma jority a pprova l before 
producing a n overthrow of our sy s­ 
tem, or if they were a lwa y s set out 
in terms, a nd under la bels, tha t the 
people clea rly understood. The best 
proof of this is the insignifica nt vote 
tha t ha s been ca st, thus fa r, for 
socia list a nd communist presidentia l 
ca ndida tes. 
The issue is not a lwa y s a s clea r a s 
this. Neither the Communist Pa rty 
in Russia nor the Na zi Pa rty in Ger­ 
ma ny embra ces a ma jority of the 
people. It is in ea ch ca se a sma ll, 
select ba nd, possessed of enough 
power to domina te the grea t bulk of 
the people. Furthermore, both the 
socia list a nd the communist, in this 
country , a llege t^a t their respective 
progra ms will increa se well-being 
while 
preserving 
the 
democra tic 
idea l. Such cla ims a re a s deceptive 
a s they a re seductive. Neither so­ 
cia lists nor communists ha ve re­ 
pudia ted the C ommunist Manifesto, 
which procla imed the “ dicta torship 
of the proleta ria t.” 
Obviously , a ny kind of dicta torship, 
whether of the a ristocra cy , the intel- 
ligentia , or a ny other group, is 
utterly opposed to democra cy . Every 
sa ne America n should rea lize, there­ 
fore, tha t the funda menta l a im of 
those who would convert him to 
either socia lism or communism is not 
a firmer gua ra ntee of his freedom, 
but a destruction of this gua ra ntee. 
This is no longer a ma tter of 
opinion or hea rsa y . It is esta blished 
bey ond question tha t persona l free­ 
dom is gone, both in Russia , which 
professes communism, a nd in Ger­ 
ma ny , which professes na tiona l so­ 
cia lism. The compa ct between these 
countries a lso esta blishes, a s a fa ct, 
the view tha t some ha ve long held, 
na mely , tha t for pra ctica l purposes 
there is no difference between the 
ultima te a ims a nd purposes of so­ 
cia lism a nd communism. 
All dicta tors a re a like, a nd a ll a re 
equa lly 
undesira ble. 
All 
of 
the 
schemes to give us something better 
then democra cy a re a like, a nd a ll a re 
equa lly ba d. The promises of these 
schemers, from peewee dicta tors to 
communist pa rty workers, a re not to 
be trusted, for they a re rea lly de­ 
signed to introduce some kind ef 
dicta torship, rega rdless of wha t they 
ma y a ppea r to offer.

charge 6 per cent? 
Bank taxes in California aver­ 
age 30 cents for each $100 de­ 
posits, and salaries average $1.53 
on each $100 of deposits. 
That 
means that $1.8 3 on each $100 de­ 
posits will pay all taxes and sal­ 
aries. In the preceding article, it 
was shown that credit clearings

On October 15th, the 
cruiser “ Ha wke” wa s sunk. 
In 
the mea ntime, so ma ny Germa n 
subma rines ha d a ctua lly entered 
Sca pa 
Flow, 
tha t 
the 
British 
gra nd fleet sought a nother a n­ 
chora ge. 
On October 26th, the 
grea t ba ttleship "Auda cious” wa s 
sunk off Lough Swilly . During the 
entire na va l wa r, the British na vy 
suffered fa r hea vier losses in ca pi­ 
ta l ships by this kind of sniping 
tha n the Germa n fleet suffered 
from a ll ca uses. 
Reca lling the World wa r experi­ 
ence a nd timing, there is a s y et 
a bsolutely nothing 
to show a 
grea ter da nger to the British na 
1, 19 38, disclosed tha t the corpora tion’s ca pita l of 
$100,000,000 wa s impa ired to the extent of a bout 
$9 4,000,000, which wa s restored by congressiona l j vy from subma rines now tha n in 
a ppropria tion. The second a ppra isa l a s of the end 119 14, fa r less rea son to fea r for 
of Ma rch, this y ea r, showed a further impa irment 
of a bout $119 ,000,000 . . . ” 
It’s possible tha t some of the politicia ns who 
ha ve most enjoy ed reviling business during investi­ 
ga tions a re due for some squirming themselves.

Mu ch testimony taken at hear­ 
ings before 
the 
Oil 
Indu stries 
Committee. 
Representatives 
of 
more than 700 
independent 
oil 
companies appeared to oppose the 
measu re. Governor Olson demand­ 
ed at first that the bill be held in 
committee. 
Mr. 
Atkinson, 
the 
au thor, said this was to force the 
friends of the bill to lobby for cer 
tain tax bills. 
The Democrats called a cau cu s 
on Ju ne 8 and voted not to have 
“any oil 
legislation” 
this 
year. 
Then came the monopoly lobby­ 
ists; R. K. Davies, Vice-President 
of Standard Oil, Charles S. Jones, 
President of Richfield Oil Co., 
H arry March, 
Vice-President of 
Signal Oil, affiliate of 
Standard 
Oil, and a host of lesser officials. 
They intim ated th at they 
wou ld 
“take over from the C. I. O.” 
A second cau cu s was called by the 
governor on Ju ne 
12. 
Qu estion; 
Had these lobbyists 
“seen” 
the 
governor? At least Standard Oil 
had won the first skirmish. 
The governor evidently used 
wha tever power a nd influence he 
ha d on the Democra tic members. 
Wha t this power 
a nd 
influence 
wa s ma y be guessed. A vote to 
move the bill from the Committee 
stood 34 to 34. 
The next da y , J une 13, the ba t­ 
tle bega n in the Assembly . 
The 
clock wa s stopped for it wa s the 
la st da y to consider Assembly 
Bills 
a nd for more tha n 24 hours con­ 
tinuous deba te a nd lobby ing con­ 
tinued. Severa l Assembly men sa id 
they voted a y e not on a ba sis of 
knowledge of the bill but beca use 
the governor wa nted it. Mr. Dill 
sa id, “ In my opinion intense pres­ 
sure from them (the 
ma jor 
oil 
compa nies) 
sta mpeded 
severa l 
members to vote a y e. 
The 
bill 
pa ssed the Assembly by 44 to 28. 
In the Sena te, Westover ma de 
the opening speech for the bill. He 
ha d previously written to certa in 
newspa pers of Qra nge county in 
rega rd to this bill, “ Millions a re 
involved a nd, » a s 
usua l, 
money 
ma kes the issue.” Sena tor West- 
over, very soon a fter the bill wa s 
pa ssed wa s a ppointed J udge of the 
Superior Court in Ora nge county . 
Sena tor Ma y o in ca lling for the 
vote in the Sena te sa id “ Let us 
get on with this shot gun wed­ 
ding.” Sena tor Duel voted Yes be­ 
ca use he wa nted revea led through 
a referendum “ this stra nge nest of 
bed fellows.” The vote wa s 27 
to 11. 
This history ma rks one of the 
most fla gra nt pressure group con 
trols to be found in legisla tive 
records. The pressure group in the 
ma in consisting of oil compa nies 
which ha d the pa ssa ge of this pa r­ 
ticula r bill a t hea rt. Governor Ol­ 
son furnished a pa rt of the pres­ 
sure, working ha nd in ha nd with 
Sta nda rd Oil which he ha d so vig­ 
orously fought in 19 37. This coa li

and 
mo ther is

Phy sical security is their first 
feeling abo ut ho nfe. The pleasure 
o f warmth and shelter and fo o d 
is their first kno wledge o f ho me, 
and its meaning fo r them.

May be the mo ther is 
ill, father is lo sing his jo b, baby 
sister is in the ho spital, fo o d is 
scarce, so cial standing is threat­ 
ened. Any o ne o f such causes is 
eno ugh to lo wer the child’s feel­ 
ing o f security and 
send 
him 
slithering do wn to defeat. 
We 
get to wo rk to prev ent that with 
all the means at o ur 
dispo sal 
and we usually succeed. When 
the reserv es co me up the bat­ 
tling so ldiers are cheered. 
But there is o ne situatio n 
in 
which we are all helpless. )Vhen 
div o rce breaks up a ho me the 
children are bo und to suffer the 
lo ss o f ho me and all the ho me 
stands fo r. A ho meless child— 
and the child o f a bro ken ho me 
is ho meless in the full meaning 
o f the term—is a tragic sy mbo l 
No thing and no bo dy can ev er re­ 
sto re what he has lo st.

Those groups who made big contributions to 
the political party in power, would certainly 
have a wonderful advantage over anyone who 
dared to raise his head in protest against acts of 
the state administration.

The whole purpose of the bill is not oil con­ 
servation, as the proponents claim because it gives 
the right to ship oil outside of the state.

AERIAL OUTPOSTS 
While most eyes are on Europe, fascinated by 
the grim and yet somehow unreal drama that is 
being played there,.fortunately certain American 
eyes are on other matters. 
On Kodiak Island, just off the Alaska mainland, 
and at Sitka, two air bases are getting under way 
under contracts totaling $12,739,(XX), while near 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, dirt is already flying on 
the naval air base Where $8,475,000 is being dump­ 
ed into protection of the Caribbean. At San Juan 
the army is also establishing its first new depart­ 
ment in 40 years. 
On European affairs there is considerable varia­ 
tion of opinion in America. But on the determina­ 
tion to defend the Americas from any sort of ag­ 
gression whatever, there is no division. The last 
session of Congress voted $63,000,000 for new air 
and submarine bases in the Pacific and Atlantic. 
Unless the European crisis is settled in some way 
which promises peace to the world, it is clear that 
such defenses will be extended rather than con­ 
tracted. The Americas menace no one, but they 
are determined to hold their own at any cost, be it 
63 times $63,000,000.

WE PAY, TOO 
The highest and most immediate costs of the 
European war are paid, of course, in Europe. But 
we pay, too, in lesser degree. 
Is it likely, for instance, that if Europe were in 
any sort of reasonable state of peace we would be 
facing a naval budget for the coming fiscal year of 
above $900,000,0000? Would the army just have 
placed orders for $25,000,000 worth of rifles and 
munitions? And would an assistant secretary of 
war be talking about a standing army of 60,000 ? It 
isn’t likely. 
The United States has a stake in what comes of 
file European war, and has an interest in any ar­ 
rangements that give a hope for real peace at its 
conclusion. That is by no means the same thing as 
saying that it has a stake in the military outcome. 
The attitude of the United States toward a Europe 
dominated by a military alliance, and its attitude 
toward a Europe seeking to unite in a system which 
promises honest peace in the future must neces­ 
sarily be two different things.

WHY THE DEMAND TO HELP ALLIES 
Probably the reason most people are so anxious 
to see the Allies win is because they fear that if 
they are beaten Germany, sooner or later, will at­ 
tempt to dominate and control our political and 
economic system. It seems those people who are 
afraid of dictators have little faith in our form 
of government. 
We undoubtedly would be much safer if we 
would improve our form of government so that we 
could have faith in it and so much confidence in 
it that we would not fear any dictator in the 
world. To do this would be a lot easier and more 
profitable and beneficial, not only for ourselves 
but for the people of Europe. The people of Eu 
rope can learn much better by the way Jesus tried 
to teach people, namely, by example, than they 
can by force and by coercion. 
It shows lack of faith in our own institutions 
when we are afraid of another country crossing 
the ocean to attack us and think we have to cross 
the ocean to fight them on their land rather than 
protecting our own shores. We have plenty to do 
at home.

$8,064,000,000. 
The obvious conclusion to be drawn from these 
data, declares the Conference Board, is that in the 
event of a serious emergency requiring additional 
tax levies they would have to be super-imposed on 
a tax system that represents a heavier burden than 
was imposed at any time in the World War. But 
the board might have gone further than this. At 
least local taxes are, by and large, meeting the full 
current expenditures of the localities. But even the 
unparalleled Federal taxes today are meeting not 
much more than half of current Federal expendit­ 
ures. No one has been able, or has had. the cour­ 
age, to suggest a Federal tax program capable to­ 
day of meeting current Federal expenditures.

The greatest problem before the 
American people is not whether this 
country shall be able to keep out of 
the war or shall eventually be drawn 
into it Serious as this matter is, it 
is secondary to the question of our 
ability to preserve, for ourselves and 
our children, that essential freedom 
of thought, speech and action which 
is the core of the democratic way of 
life. 
No committee of investigation is 
required to produce evidence that 
there are those, in this country, who 
are striving to supplant democracy 
Yet, by definition of democracy, such 
persons, while they are here, must 
be allowed the same freedom to speak 
and write in furtherance of this end 
as is allowed to all persons. The one 
qualification in the law is that aliens 
who agitate the overthrow of demo­ 
cratic institutions may be deported 
upon satisfactory proof that they 
have engaged in subversive activity 
of this sort. An abridgement of 
such a right would itself be the end 
of democracy. The hope for the sur­ 
vival of the democratic way is that 
such persons will never succeed in 
persuading enough others to agree 
with them to constitute a serious 
menace. 
Such a hope would undoubtedly be 
well founded, in the United States, 
if the anti-democratic doctrines were 


to require majority approval before 
producing an overthrow of our sys­ 
tem, or if they were always set out 
in terms, and under labels, that the 
people clearly understood. The best 
proof of this is the insignificant vote 
that has been cast, thus far, for 
socialist and communist presidential 
candidates. 
The issue is not always as clear as 
this. Neither the Communist Party 
in Russia nor the Nazi Party in Ger­ 
many embraces a majority of the 
people. It is in each case a small, 
select band, possessed of enough 
power to dominate the great bulk of 
the people. Furthermore, both the 
socialist and the communist, in this 
country, allege tijat their respective 
programs will increase well-being 
while preserving the democratic 
ideal. Such claims are as deceptive 
as they are seductive. Neither so­ 
cialists nor communists have re­ 
pudiated the Co mmu n ist Ma n ifesto , 
which proclaimed the “dictatorship 
of the proletariat.” 
Obviously, any kind of dictatorship, 
whether of the aristocracy, the intel- 
ligentia, or any other group, is 
utterly opposed to democracy. Every 
sane American should realize, there­ 
fore, that the fundamental aim of 
those who would convert him to 
either socialism or communism is not 
a firmer guarantee of his freedom, 
but a destruction of this guarantee. 
This is no longer a matter of 
opinion or hearsay. It is established 
beyond question that personal free­ 
dom is gone, both in Russia, which 
professes communism, and in Ger­ 
many, which professes national so­ 
cialism. The compact between these 
countries also establishes, as a fact, 
the view that some have long held, 
namely, that for practical purposes 
there is no difference between the 
ultimate aims and purposes of so­ 
cialism and communism. 
All dictators are alike, and all are 
equally 
undesirable. 
All 
of the 
schemes to give us something better 
then democracy are alike, and all are 
equally bad. The promises of these 
schemers, from peewee dictators to 
communist party workers, are not to 
be trusted, for they are really de­ 
signed to introduce some kind ef 
dictatorship, regardless of what they 
may appear to offer.

Bank taxes in California aver­ 
age 30 cents for each $100 de­ 
posits, and salaries average $1.53 
on each $100 of deposits. 
That 
means that $1.83 on each $100 de­ 
posits will pay all taxes and sal­ 
aries. In the preceding article, it

very conservative estimate. Based 
on the average for banks for Cali­ 
fornia that amount would pay 
taxes and salaries of a bank with 
deposits of over one billion dollars 
a pretty big bank.

at a lower rate than competing 
banks not so favored and still pay- 
bigger dividends. Who gets these 
dividends? 
The stockholders, the 
private owners of the bank, just 
the same as any bank of today 
or any other corporation. Where

In 1913 the nation had a large unused reserve of $100,000,000 was impaired to the extent of about 
tax-paying power.

On all the proved evidence yet, all 
have flopped.

But nothing has happened 
yet to disturb the bones of Billy 
Mitchell. 
As for the submarine result it 
isn’t even up to the World war 
record. On August 5th, 1914, the 
World war began. On August 7th 
a British cruiser, the “Amphion,” 
was sunk by a German torpedo or 
mine. 
On September 5th, the 
scout cruiser “Pathfinder” was 
torpedoed. 
On September 17th 
three British cruisers, “Cressy,” 
"Hogue” and “Aboukir” were sunk 
within an hour by a single sub­ 
marine. 
On October 15th, the 
cruiser “Hawke” was sunk. 
In 
the meantime, so many German 
submarines had actually entered 
Scapa Flow, that the 
British 
grand fleet sought another an­ 
chorage. 
On October 26th, the 
great battleship “Audacious” was 
sunk off Lough Swiliy. During the 
entire naval war, the British navy 
suffered far heavier losses in capi­ 
tal ships by this kind of sniping 
than the German fleet suffered 
from all causes. 
Recalling the World war experi­ 
ence and timing, there is as yet 
absolutely nothing 
to show a 
greater danger to the British na­ 
vy from submarines now than in 
1914, far less reason to fear for 
British merchant shipping, and 
nothing but indecisive if not who! 
ly negative facts to support any 
jitters about airforces wiping na­ 
vies off the seas or the German 


WASHINGTON — The 
sudden mied. 
disaster which has befallen the 
British navy, one-time proud rul­ 
er of the seven seas, has had cer­ 
tain reverberations in the U. S. 
navy. 
The drastic shake-up in the 
engineering bureaus of the navy 
department followed quite a lit­ 
tle soul-searching as to whether 
experimental!

naval 
vessels are worth all the millions 
lavished upon them. 
The old clique which has dom­ 
inated the bureau of engineering 
and the bureau of construction 
and repair has finally been swept 
out.

been worried over U.S. warship 
design 
and urging the 
White 
House to act. 
Finally,

British navy was by no means 
invincible and that the Germans 
had concocted some new torpe­ 
does which could even sink bat­ 
tleships, helped to produce ac­ 
tion. 
Cracked Ships 
It has long been no secret 
that there were serious defects 
in the new U.S. 10,000-ton cruis­ 
ers of the Indianapolis type. Five 
of them suffered a cracked stern 
post, which is one of the most 
important parts of any vessel, 
for on 
it

the rudder 
These posts had to be replaced 
at a cost of $30,000 each. 
This type of cruiser also suf­ 
fered 
from rolling, 
but 
when 
rolling tanks were placed in their 
holds, with bilge keels along their 
bottoms, 
they 
roiled just as 
badly. 
Then it was found that the 
very latest type of cruiser shim- 


boast that Britannia no longer 
rules the waves. 
Let’s keep on 
our shirts. 


And so far the naval ex­ 
perts 
have not been 
able 
to 
eliminate the shimmy. 
On top of all this the crack 
new destroyers of the Anderson 
class were built with too much 
weight above the waterline, so 
that they are inclined to be top- 
heavy. 
This was discovered only 
recently and it was too much for 
Roosevelt.

to clean house. 
New executive in charge of the 
vital bureau of construction and 
repair is Rear Admiral Alexander

one of them being Admiral Van 
Keuren, the new chief of con 
struction.

Mr. Editor: 
Sometimes the history of a leg­ 
islative bill shows clearly whether 
it is a peoples measure or one for 
the special interests. What is the 
history of the Monopoly Oil Bill? 
Introduced January 24, 1939, 
sponsored by a local 
group of 
C. I. O. oil workers subsidized by 
the Standard Oil Co. for this pur­ 
pose. 
Much testimony taken at hear­ 
ings before 
the 
Oil 
Industries 
Committee. 
Representatives of 
more than 700 
independent 
oil 
companies appeared to oppose the 
measure. Governor Olson demand­ 
ed at first that the bill be held in 
committee. 
Mr. 
Atkinson, 
the 
author, said this was to force the 
friends of the bill to lobby for cer­ 
tain tax bills. 
The Democrats called a caucus 
on June 8 and voted not to have 
“any oil legislation” this year. 
Then came the monopoly lobby­ 
ists; R. K. Davies, Vice-President 
of Standard Oil, Charles S. Jones, 
President of Richfield Oil Co., 
Harry March, Vice-President of 
Signal Oil, affiliate of 
Standard 
Oil, and a host of lesser officials 
They intimated that they would 
“take over from the C. I. O.” 
A second caucus was called by the 
governor on June 12. 
Question: 
Had these lobbyists 
“seen” 
the 
governor? At least Standard Oil 
had won the first skirmish. 
The governor evidently used 
whatever power and influence he 
had on the Democratic members. 
What this power 
and influence 
was may be guessed. A vote to 
move the bill from the Committee 
stood 34 to 34. 
The next day, June 13, the bat­ 
tle began in the Assembly. 
The 
clock was stopped for it was the 
last day to consider Assembly Bills 
and for more than 24 hours con 
tinuous debate and lobbying con­ 
tinued. Several Assemblymen said 
they voted aye not on a basis of 
knowledge of the bill but because 
the governor wanted it. Mr. Dill 
said, “In my opinion intense pres­ 
sure from them (the 
major oil 
companies) 
stampeded 
several 
members to vote aye. 
The 
bill 
passed the Assembly by 44 to 28. 
In the Senate, W e stover made 
the opening speech for the bill. He 
had previously written to certain 
newspapers of Qrange county in 
regard to this bill, “Millions are 
involved and, 
as 
usual, 
money 
makes the issue.” Senator West- 
over, very soon after the bill was 
passed was appointed Judge of the 
Superior Court in Orange county. 
Senator Mayo in calling for the 
vote in the Senate said “Let us 
get on with this shot gun wed­ 
ding." Senator Duel voted Yes be­ 
cause he wanted revealed through 
a referendum “this strange nest of 
bed fellows.” The vote was 27 
to 11. 
This history marks one of the 
most flagrant pressure group con­ 
trols to be found in legislative 
records. The pressure group in the 
main consisting of oil companies 
which had the passage of this par­ 
ticular bill at heart. Governor Ol­ 
son furnished a part of the pres­ 
sure, working hand in hand with 
Standard Oil which he had so vig­ 
orously fought in 1937. This coali-
